(a)— Police. 


The Bengal Exchange Gazette, of the 10th October, has the following on the  srnoat Excnaxar 


subject of police reform. 

The writer is glad that Sir Charles Elliott has given his attention to this 
subject. His Honour has ordered that Sub-Inspectors 
of Police will be henceforward appointed according 
to the results of competitive examinations. This is certainly a move in the right 
direction. 'The Lieutenant-Governor has probably found out that the preponder- 
ance in the police service of men possessing no education is the reason why the 
red pugree is so much dreaded by the poor, and he is therefore anxious to 
introduce educated men into that service. But it isextremely likely that the rules 
under which the new examination will be held will defeat the Licutenant- 
Governor’s object. None but those who have passed the I’. A. examination or 
read up to the F. A. standard will be allowed to appear at this examination, and 
only Bihar candidates will be required to have pased the Entrance examination, 
The candidates will be examined in dictation, writing, drafting, accounts, 
arithmetic, algebra, the Indian Penal Code, and the Evidence Act, and they 
must also produce a riding and a character certificate. But the candidate who 
passes will get only a writer-constableship worth Ks, 20a month! He will be 
next required to pass a departmental examination, and if he succeeds in that, he 
will be confirmed in his post and his salary will be raised to Rs. 25 a month. 
And there all his prospects will end. This will be like the mountain giving 
birth to the mouse. So scanty a remuneration after passing such a test! 
Sir Charles Elliott, it is said, considers Rs. 15 a month enough for a native 
praduate. And it is therefore no wonder that Sir Charles should have fixed the 
salary of the new Police Sub-Inspector at so low a figure. But few educated 
men will care to enter the police service on these terms. Mr. Ballard had 
opened schools at Calcutta and Bihar, where boys who had passed no University 
examination were receiving police traiing. But he has becn obliged to close 
his schools because no one who has received high education will come there to 
read. Even if men of education accept service under the above terms, their 
poor salaries will oblige them to take bribes. Thus, corruption in the police 
service will not cease with the appointment of such men. 

The Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces has recently 
sanctioned an annual expenditure of Rs. 12,000 for the establishment of a school 
for training men for the Police Sub-Inspectorship. The proposed school will be 
established at the Chunar Fort, and those trained in it will have to pass a special 
examination, and on being successful will be appointed as Sub-Inspectors, But 
their prospects will not end there. If found qualified, they will get Inspectorships 
and Deputy Magistrateships. And Sir Charles Elliott, if he is really desirous 
of reforming the police service, will have to modify considerably his new rules 
relating to the appointment of Police Sub-Inspectors. 

2. The Sulabh Daink, of the 10th October, 
has the following :— 

Sir Charles Elliott apparently regards the police with special favour, and 
increasing the powers of police officers seems to be an important object of his 
administrative policy. His Honour probably thinks police officers must be 
zuburdust, if the Bengalis are to be kept in perfect subjection. It is with this 
one object that the Chaukidari Act has been passed. By that Act the chaukidar 
has been made independent of the panchayet. But though his powers have been 
Increased, his salary remains the same. The European branch of the police 
service, however, is very highly paid, being a monopoly of the worthless relations 
of high Government officials. But no attempt has been made to reform this 
branch of the service. The nepotism of Government stands in the way of 
its making any attempt at reform in this direction. The Lieutenant-Governor 
has therefore no alternative left but to reform the lower ranks of the police 
service. And his idea is to appoint in the police service natives possessing all 
Possible qualifications on Rs. 20 a month! Police reform is impossiblein a 
country where arrangements so preposterous as these are allowed to be made.

Prostitution ison the increase in Calcutta, but the 
Calcutta police is perfectly indifferent in the matter. <A regular traffic in countr 
girls is going on here, but no steps have yet been taken to detect and punish the 
men engaged init. Will Mr. Lambert look to the matter? If so minded, he 
can put down the crime in one weck. It is true the Calcutta police rendered 
much help to the people who during the last few months sought the aid of the 
Magistrate in the removal of prostitutes from their neighbourhood. But the 
evil will not be checked unless the wretches who systematically entice away 
girls and compel them to lead a lite of prostitution are detected and punished, 
Removal of prostitutes from one quarter of the town to another wil] be 
of no use, for it will be mere shifting of the nuisance from one place to another, 
Government is anxious to improve the morality of school-boys, but it apparent] 
takes no note of the danger to which increase of prostitution exposes sche 
boys. It is the duty of Mr. Lambert to follow the example of Colonel Wilson of 
Bombay and to send out of the town all who are engaged in the vicious trade, 
The members of the Salvation Army deserve the thanks of the public for 
their efforts in the matter of checking prostitution. But single-handed they 
will be able todo nothing. The people of the country ought to move in the 
matter and to try to establish a home for reclaimed unfortunates. 

4. The Duainik-o-Samdchér Chandrika, of the 13th October, says that 
though Mr. Cotton denied in the Bengal Council that 
the village chaukidars are employed by the thdna 
people on menial work, the Government has subsequently admitted the fact, 
and issued a circular requiring all higher police officers to see that sub-inspect- 
ors, head-constables, and other officers in charge of thanas do not employ chau- 
kidars upon work of that kind. But Acts, Resolutions, and Circulars will be of 
no use in checking the practice, so long as the chaukidar is left entirely at the 
mercy of the thana people. [or so long the chaukidar will know it for certain 
that the thana people will deprive him of his bread if he disobeys them, and 
rather than disobey them he will submit to any drudgery in order to keep 
himself in their good graces. And once he has secured the favour of the thana 
people, he will be free to practice any oppression he likes upon the villagers, 
under the provisions of an Act which has conferred upon him _ extensive 
powers of arrest, The time will not be long in coming when the authorities 
will have their eyes opened, and they will then see the mischief they have done 
by conferring these additional powers upon the chaukidar. 


(b)— Working of the Courts. 

5. The Sulabh Dainik, of the 7th October, says that the burning down 
of the Munsif’s cutcherry at Ranaghat in the Nadia 
district has entailed serious loss on litigants, because 
a large quantity of valuable documents has been destroyed. ‘The writer is ata 
loss to understand how, in the absence of these documents, most of which were 
executed before the passing of the Registration Act and were not therefore regis- 
tered, the suits in which they were filed will be decided. Government is spend- 
ing crores upon crores of rupees on the fortification of the North-Western frontier 
for the purpose of avoiding an imaginary danger in the far future, but it wil 
not spend a few thousands to locate mufassal cutcherries in pucka buildings and 
thus secure the properties of its subjects. Why Government should be so stingy 
in regard to mufassal court-houses, especiall y when it makes such an enormous 
profit from the mufassal courts, the writer is unable to understand. And it 18 
strange that the Ranaghat accident has taught the authorities no lesson, for 
they have again put up a thatched house for the munsifi in that place. 


(d)—Elucation. 

6. The Sulabh Patnik, of the 7th October, has learnt on the authority 

Tne Principal of the Dacca Of the Dacea Prakash that one day, recently, when 
Cuilege. Mr. E:lwards, Principal of the Dacca College, 
was taking his evening walk on the bank of the Buri Ganga, he beat wit 
lis stick, and apparently without any reason, a native student who was also 
walking there like hundreds of other people, and observes that if this 18 
true, then Mr. Edwards has been, without doubt, guilty of a grave offence.

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Government ought to remove such a wrong-headed and insolent man from the 
Education Department. Government seems anxious to improve the morality of 
native students, but native students will remain as bad as ever so long as 
they recelve their training from professors like Edwards and Hullward, If 
Government is really anxious to improve schoolboy morality, it should 
forget for a while its love for its countrymen and remove all wrong-headed 
officers from the Education Department. 


(e)—Local. Self- Government and Municipal Administration. 


7. The Sulabh Dainik, of the 13th October, says that Local Self-Govern- 
Failure of Local Self-Government ment has proved a shameful failure in the mufassal. 
in the mufassal. Take the case of the Local Boards. The members 
of these boards are supposed to be elected by votes, but those who vote for 
these members have, asa matter of fact, absolutely no choice or freedom in 
the matter. Mandals and other influential people stand for the memberships, 
and they are men towhom the ordinary villagers are under obligations in such 
a variety of ways, that is to say, asdebtors, tenants, &c., that their very self- 
interest compels them to vote for them. ‘They have absolutely no choice in the 
matter, andthey must vote for these mandals and such other folk, even if they 
know them to be veritable dacoits and malefactors. This being the case, anything 
like free voting isamyth. And the great majority of the Local Boards in the 
mufassal are made up in this way, and it therefore happens that, speaking generally, 
the members of these Boards are incarnations of injustice, selfishness, and greed, 
When the Local Boards have come to be formed of men of such stuff, there can 
exist no doubt that the days of Self-Government in this country are numbered. 
Local Boards allot money for the construction of village roads. The Vice-Chairmen 
spend these moneys, and they oftengive the contracts for road-making to 
their own men in order that they may misappropriate to themselves the best 
part of the allotments. The contractors, who too have a share in the vicious gain 
do their wor k in the most perfunctory manner possible, and between them and 
the Vice-C hairmen the interests of the public suffer seriously. Road overseers 
are supposed to inspect the work of road-making. But these functionaries 
have only a sort of ethereal existence and are like Professor Bain’s nonentities. 
If they ever come anywhere, they do so for a very short time, and only to take 
their share of the plunder. And the real character of the roads which are 
made by the contractors is therefore never known. Touring Deputy Magistrates 
take care to avoid bad roads, and the roads they use being comparatively well 
kept by the Local Boards, they never learn to suspect how the road-making 
work is done in outlying places within their jurisdiction.

The many protests made against the forcible dispersion of the dag 
at the Hurdwar mela have led Sir Auckland Colvin to press upon the Viceroy 
the necessity of passing a pilgrimage law for India. And the matter has also 
received the attention of other Local Governments. Thus, Sir Charles Elliott 
is said to have requested Pandit Mahes Chandra Nyayaratna to consult the 
sastras and ascertain whether bathing in the Ganges on the occasion of yogas 
like the Ardhodaya is a duty every Hindu must perform, or the performance 
of which may be safely dispensed with. We are, of course, aware that the 
Pandit is fully able to make the saséras yield all sorts of vyavasthas, and it would 
be no wonder if the man who has given his vyavastha in favour of the sea- 
Voyage movement should now come forward with a vyavastha supporting the 
enactment of a pilgrimage law. “Large gatherings of pilgrims on the 
occasion of yogas cause cholera outbreaks and public safety may be endangered 
if such gatherings are not dispersed; therefore such gatherings should be 
dispersed ”—that arguments like these would be brought forward by and bye 
was clearly anticipated and stated by us at the time of the Consent Bill 
agitation. But we must not protest against any pilgrimage law that may be 
in contemplation, for if we do so we shall be regarded as rebels and thus 


bring ourselves into trouble.
